Tips  on  Applying  for  Admission  and  Financial  Aid 


Begin  the  admission  process  as  early  as  possi- 
ble by  reading  and  evaluating  college  and 
application  information  for  all  of  the  institu- 
tions that  you  are  interested  in.  Consult  with  the 
admissions  office  to  learn  more  about  the  admission 
process  and  admission  deadlines. 

Completed  applications  may  include  the  following: 

#  Completed  admission  application  form 

#  High  school  transcripts 

#  Teacher  recommendations  or  references 

#  Standardized  test  scores  (SAT  I,  SAT  II,  ACT, 
TOEFL) 

#  Personal  essay,  if  required 

Always  apply  for  admission  and  financial  aid  at  the 
same  time.  Do  not  wait  until  you  are  accepted  to 
apply  for  financial  aid.  If  you  wait,  you  may  miss 
out  on  financial  aid.  Check  with  each  college  to 
make  sure  that  you  have  completed  their  admissions 
requirements.

The  financial  aid  application  requirements  and 
deadlines  vary  from  college  to  college.  It  is 
important  to  have  all  application  materials  in 
by  the  priority  deadline  or  you  risk  not  receiving  aid 
you  may  have  been  otherwise  eligible  for.  Check 
with  every  college  to  determine  what  is  required  and 
promptly  mail  the  appropriate  information  to  them. 
Make  sure  you  put  your  name  and  social  security 
number  on  all  documents  that  are  sent  to  the 
college.  Call  to  verify  that  all  information  has  been 
received. 

Your  school's  financial  aid  office  will  determine 
how  much  financial  aid  you  are  eligible  for  by 
reviewing  your  financial  aid  application  materials. 
They  calculate  your  "family  contribution"  and  sub- 
tract that  figure  from  the  annual  cost  of  the  college 
(usually  includes  tuition,  fees,  room  and  board, 
books  and  miscellaneous  expenses).  What  remains 
is  your  "financial  need"  which  they  seek  to  fill  with 
federal,  state,  and  institutional  loans,  grants,  scholar- 
ships, and  work  programs. 

#  Loans  are  funds  borrowed  in  the  student's 
name,  often  repaid  after  the  student  graduates 
or  leaves  school. 

#  Grants  are  monies  that  do  not  have  to  be  repaid. 

ft  Scholarships,  which  do  not  have  to  be  repaid, 
are  usually  awarded  to  students  who  show 
academic  merit  or  some  other  talent. 

ft  Work  programs  enable  students  to  obtain 
employment  on  campus. 


#  Merit  based  awards  are  not  awarded  based  on 
financial  need;  they  are  awarded  by  the  college 
to  students  who  have  unique  talents  or  have 
excelled  academically. 

You  should  apply  for  private  scholarships  through 
your  high  school,  civic  organizations,  public 
libraries  and  the  Internet.  You  should  never  pay  for 
a  scholarship  search  as  there  are  numerous  no-cost 
services  available.  If  you  receive  a  private  scholarship 
from  a  source  other  than  your  college,  you  must 
notify  your  financial  aid  administrator  as  soon  as 
possible.  Private  scholarships  may  reduce  your 
eligibility  for  other  financial  aid.  Contact  your 
financial  aid  administrator  for  policies  on  private 
scholarships. 

Finally,  you  must  apply  for  need-based  financial 
aid  every  year.  Contact  your  financial  aid  office  for 
application  and  deadline  information. 

The  MEFA  Loan 

Families  of  students  studying  at  participating 
Massachusetts  colleges  and  universities  may  also  be 
eligible  for  the  MEFA  Loan,  one  of  the  lowest  cost 
college  loans  available  in  the  United  States.  The 
MEFA  Loan  allows  families  to  borrow  the  full  cost 
of  their  education  (less  any  financial  aid  they 
receive)  and  repay  that  amount  o\'er  fifteen  years.

•  Prepare  and  mail  the  PROFILE®  application  or 
complete  it  at  www.collegeboard.org. 

•  Contact  college  financial  aid  offices  to  determine 
what  materials  are  required  to  complete  financial 
aid  applications.  Keep  track  of  each  school's 
requirements  and  keep  copies  of  what  you've 
sent. 

•  Promptly  send  in  any  information  that  is  request- 
ed by  the  college  including  federal  tax  returns 
(get  them  done  early!).  Make  sure  the  student's 
name  and  social  security  number  are  on  every 
document. 

•  Be  aware  of  college  financial  aid  and  admissions 
application  deadlines.  The  earlier  you  apply  the 
better. 


V  Send  in  signed  complete  copies  of  parents'  and 
student's  federal  income  tax  returns  to  schools,  if 
required. 

•  Review  and  correct  your  Student  Aid  Report 
(SAR). 

•  Promptly  respond  to  requests  for  information  by 
colleges. 

V  Call  schools  to  make  sure  your  financial  aid  and 
admission  applications  are  complete.
